June this year, most of it centered around Cavite. 


This total does not consider how much material 


had been sent there from June 30 to the opening of 
hostilities December 7. Neither did it include the 
value of planes and ships and other fighting equip- 
ment. 


Fighting Continues

in the past 24 hours with repeated enemy attacks 
from the north. 


The Japanese first entering Manila were reported

“The loss of Manila, while serious, has not 
lessened the resistance to the Japanese at­ 
tacks,” the War department said. 


AU Stores Removed 
At Manila all military installations were removed 
or destroyed when the capital of the Philippines was 
declared an open city, and all troops, both Filipino and 
United States, were removed, the War department 
said. 
The Navy said all equipment, records and stores 
not destroyed by Japanese bombers had been removed 
from Cavite, but that the naval hospital personnel re­ 
mained to care for the wounded. 
The advanced units of the Japanese entered Manila 
at B p. rn. (I a. rn., EST) the War department said. 
The Navy had more than $25,000,000 worth of 
property and supplies on hand in the Philippines in 
June this year, most of it centered around Cavite. 
This total does not consider how much material 
had been sent there from June BO to the opening of 
hostilities December 7.

Heroic daring and great military 


skill stand out in the story of Gen- 
eral MacArthur's Joining up of his 
two forces and the formation of new 
lines of defense for beleaguered 
*jias2a—but this drama shouldn't 
blind us to the increasing gravity 
of our position there. 


The Japanese claim to be only six 


and a half miles from the city on 
the north and thirty miles from it 
on the south. Tokyo expects Ma- 
nila's fall at any moment. 


MacArthur is a grand soldier, but 


he can't pull reinforcements out of 
a hat. 
Lacking aid, or an allied 


move which would create a diversion 
somewhere and ease the Japanese 
pressure on Manila,, the chances of 
our holding the Philippines certainly 
are small, although the American- 
Filipino forces may stand off the 
evil dav for a considerable time. 


Military Maneuver 


What MacArthur has done is this: 


He was defending Manila with two 
land forces, one southeast of the 
capital and the other northwest. He 
performed the feat of shortening his 
lines—a very difficult operation in 
the face of enemy pressure—so that 
he was able to make a junction of 
them to the east of Manila. This 
created a 200-mile arc about the 
city, with the ends of the arc an- 
chored on the South China Sea. 


Meager advices indicate that this 


line now runs through 
difficult 


jungle country calculated to impede 
the Japanese advance. Across the 
opening of the arc on the sea are 
strung the powerful defenses of 
Manila harbor. 


If MacArthur had sufficient air 


protection, his new position might 
be strong. But he hasn't the war- 
planes, though perhaps he has rea- 
son to hope that reinforcements may 
arrive if he can hang on. 


Day of Prayer 


Apart from the battle of the Pa- 


cific the war hasn't produced any 
great sensation over New Year's. 
To me the most important develop- 
ment has been the calling of the 
nation to prayer by the Presidential 
proclamation. 


That is a striking reminder that 


"man doth not live by bread alone" 
and that it takes more than guns 
and bombs to win a war. 


Now if we can't win this war with- 


out spiritual aid, it's a mighty im- 
portant thing for us to take under 
consideration. Why can't we achieve 
victory without this help? 
Well 


that's one of those questions which- 
makes this ostrich run to hide his 
head in the sand. It's easy to talk 
about the works of the devil, but 
we take cover when the spiritual 
is mentioned. 


Spiritual Need 


However, we have a fair answer 


from young Rev. Welles, rector of 
Christ church at Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, where President Roosevelt 
and British Prime Minister Church- 
ill worshipped yesterday. Mr. Welles 
is what one might call a good, two- 
fisted preacher who isn't afraid to 
say wtat he believes. He declared: 


"We must have a deep spiritual 


unity that will make us ready, even 
eager, to sacrifice our material 
goods, through heavy taxes and oth- 
er ways, and when necessary, even 
life itself, for the moral principles 
for which this war is being fought: 


To thu> might be added a little 


quotation which was sent to me the 
other day. This was a couple of 
sentences from "My Mother's Bible," 
by Douglas Lurton (W. Funk), at- 
tributed to Abraham Lincoln as fol- 
lows: 


-I have been driven many 


times to my knees by over- 
whelming' conviction that I had 
nowhere else to go. My own wis- 
dom, and that of aO about me.

Wide World War Analyst 
Heroic daring and great military 
skill stand out in the story of G en­ 
eral M acArthur’* joining up of his 
two forces and the formation of new 
lines 
of defense for 
beleaguered 
M anila—but this dram a shouldn’t 
blind us to the increasing gravity 
of our position there. 
Tile Japanese claim to be only six 
and a half miles from the city on 
the north and thirty miles from it 
on the south. 
Tokyo expects M a­ 
nila’s fall at any moment. 
M acArthur is a grand soldier, but 
he can't pull reinforcem ents out of 
a hat. 
Lacking aid, or an allied 
move which would create a diversion 
somewhere and ease the Japanese 
pressure on Manila, the chances of 
our holding the Philippines certainly 
are small, although the American- 
Filipino forces may stand off the 
evil day for a considerable time. 
Military Maneuver 
W hat M acArthur has done is this: 
He was defending Manila with two 
land forces, one southeast of the 
capital and the other northwest. He 
perform ed the feat of shortening his J 
lines-—a very- difficult operation in 
the face of enemy pressure—so th at 
he was able to make a junction of 
them to the east of Manila. 
This 
created a 200-mile arc about the 
city. with the ends of the arc a n ­ 
chored on the South China Sea. 
Meager advices indicate th at this 
line 
now 
runs 
through 
difficult 
jungle country calculated to impede 
the Japanese advance. 
Across the 
opening of the arc on the sea are 
strung 
the 
powerful 
defenses 
of 
M anila harbor. 
If MacArthur had sufficient air 
protection, his new position m ight 
be strong. 
But he hasn’t the w ar­ 
planes. though perhaps he has rea­ 
son to hope that reinforcements may 
arrive if he can hang on. 
Day of Prayer 
Apart from the battle of the Pa­ 
cific the war hasn’t produced any 
great sensation over New Year's. 
To me the most im portant develop­ 
m ent has been the calling of the 
nation to prayer by the Presidential 
proclamation. 
T hat is a striking reminder that 
“m an doth not live by bread alone" 
and that it takes more than guns 
and bombs to win a war. 
Now if we can’t win this war with 
out spiritual aid. ifs a mighty im­ 
portant thing for us to take under 
consideration. Why can’t we achieve 
victory without this help? 
Well. 
th at's one of those questions which 
makes this ostrich run to hide his 
head in the sand. 
It * easy to talk 
about the works of the devil, but 
we take cover when the spiritual 
Is mentioned. 
Spiritual Need 
However, we have a fair answer 
from young Rev. Welles, rector of 
C hrist church at Alexandria. Vlr

Kuibyshev, Russia, Jan. 1 (De- 


layed) (AP)—The Moscow-Kuiby- 
shev railway line, once crammed 
with refugees, has become a smooth- 
ly working link between the Soviet 
capital and the rear. 


Like a barometer of the Russian- 


German war, it reflects the Soviet 
successes in driving the Germans 
from, the gates of Moscow and ad- 
vancing all along the eastern front. 


I have just traveled for the sec- 


ond time over this road between 
Moscow, the unconquered capital, 
and Kuibyshev,"" the 'second seat" of 
the Soviet government. 


The first trip was made in mid- 


October, when the Germans were 
menacing Moscow and foreigners 
were. evacuated from the .city. That 
trip took five and one-half days. 


3-Day Trip 


My second trip followed a visit 


by air to the relieved capital. It 
took less than three days.

Kuibyshev line was apparent at 
the very starting point Kazan sta- 
tion in Moscow. 


Where a swarm of refugees once 


gathered with, belongings bundled 
in blankets, there now is only a 
thin movement of passengers car- 
rying brief cases.. Where hours once 
were spent waiting for trains there 
is now a strict schedule, carried out 
punctually.

chase of automobiles and trucks 
affects 1942 models and those 
with mileage of one thousand or 
less miles. It does not affect 
the sale of used cars. 


Washington, Jan. 2 (AP)—Sale of 


new passenger cars and trucks was 
prohibited throughout the United 
States today under government or- 
ders mobilizing the entire American 
automobile industry for war pro- 
duction only. 


To put the country's Army on 


wheels and give it the guns, planes 
and tanks to fight with, the fac- 
tories which in peacetime made four 
times as many automobiles as the 
rest of the world put together will 
be required to halt all manufacture 
of news cars and light trucks for 
civilian use "within a few weeks" it 
was announced. 


Restrict Stock on Hand 


The 450,000 passenger cars and the 


light and heavy trucks now in stock 
with dealers can be bought only by 
government, lend-lease and the most 
essential civilian users. 
Pending, 


establishment of a rationing system 
to handle distribution of these auto- 
mobiles, the purchase, sale and de- 
livery of all new cars and trucks is 
prohibited. 


The rationing set-up is expected 


to be in operation l>y Jan. 15. It 
will be supervised by Price Adminis- 
trator Leon Henderson, whose office 
yesterday imposed drastic quotas re- 
ducing by about 90 per cent the 
number of new tires and tubes avail- 
able for sale to civilians. 


The sale > ban had been expected 


by the automobile industry, but 
came earlier than had been antici- 
pated. Representatives of the in- 
dustry are to meet with supply, 
priorities and allocations board offi- 
cials in Washington Monday to dis- 
cuss the war production program. 


Easily Readjusted 


Alvan Macauley, president of the 


Automobile Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, said in Detroit that the few 
wesks of grace until manufacture 
of civilian cars must end entirely 
would help the industry readjust 
production from civilian to defense 
items "to our advantage and the ad- 
vantage of labor." 


R. J. Thomas, InternatioBal^presi- 


I dent of the' United Automobile 
Workers-CIO, predicted that when 
production actually is halted there 
will be 150,000 more men thrown out 
of work, in addition to the 150,000 
already unemployed. 


The union has contended for

(the 
12 months beginning July 1, 


1942), indicating a total federal 
budget of roughly $55,000,000,000 
after allowing for non-military ac- 
tivities. 


Highest In History 


That will approximately double the 


spending rate of the current fiscal 
year, already the most expensive in 
•United States history, and dwarf the 
$18,522,000,000 spent irf the most 
costly year of the World war. 


It also will surpass the estimated 


$30,000,000,000 a year expenditures 
for war of Germany and the $21,- 
000,000,000 a year of the British 
empire. These comparisons, how- 
ever, officials warned, must be dis- 
counted because German and Brit- 
ish money buy more goods per dol-^ 
lar equivalent in their own coun- 
tries and because of numerous other 
technical and financial differences.

The Chinese also were engaged 


in bloody hand-to-hand fighting in 
the next eastward province of 
Kiangsi and were reported directly 
attacking the wine-making city of 
Shaohing. in the coastal province of 
Chekiang roughly 500 miles north- 
east of the Changsha battle zone.

Washington, Jan. 2 (AP)—Sale of 
new passenger cars and trucks was 
prohibited throughout the United 
States today under government or­ 
ders mobilizing the entire American 
automobile industry for war pro­ 
duction only. 
To put the country’s Army on 
wheels and give it the guns, planes 
and tanks to fight with, the fac­ 
tories which in peacetime made four 
times as many automobiles as the 
rest of the world put together will 
be required to halt all manufacture 
of news cars and light trucks for 
civilian use “within a few weeks” it 
was announced. 
Restrict Stock on Hand 
The 450.000 passenger cars and the 
light and heavy trucks now in stock 
with dealers can be bought only by 
government, lend-Iease and the most 
essential civilian users. 
Pending, 
establishment of a rationing system 
to handle distribution of these auto­ 
mobiles, the purchase, sale and de­ 
livery of all new cars and trucks is 
prohibited. 
The rationing set-up is expected 
to be in operation by Jan. 15. 
It 
will be supervised by Price Adminis­ 
trator Leon Henderson, whose office 
yesterday imposed drastic quotas re­ 
ducing by about 90 per cent the 
number of new tires and tubes avail­ 
able for sale to civilians. 
The sale ban had been expected 
by the automobile industry, but 
came earlier than had been antici­ 
pated. 
Representatives of the in­ 
dustry are to meet with supply, 
priorities and allocations board offi­ 
cials in Washington Monday to dis­ 
cuss the war production program. 
Easily Readjusted 
Alvan Macauley, president of the 
Automobile Manufacturers’ associa­ 
tion, said in Detroit that the few 
weeks of grace until manufacture 
of civilian cars must end entirely 
would help the industry readjust 
production from civilian to defense 
items “to our advantage and the ad­ 
vantage of labor.” 
R J. Thomas, international presi­ 
dent of 
the United 
Automobile 
Workers-CIO, predicted that when 
production actually is halted there 
will be 150,000 more men thrown out 
of work, in addition to the 150,000 
already unemployed. 
The union has contended for 
months that the industry* was not 
producing war materials in sufficient 
quantities. Items now being turned 
out by automobile manufacturers 
include tanks, airplane motors, guns, 
shells and a score of other weapons 
in addition to the Army trucks and 
blitz buggies for which little change­ 
over was needed. 
When the program is in full swing 
one of the main weapons to be pro­ 
duced by the industry will be heavy, 
long-range bombers. Some idea of 
its capacity Is given by the 1939 pro 
duction figure of 3.732,718 cars and 
trucks 
worth 
$2.418.030,606 
com 
pared with the 1,046.452 vehicles 
made by all other countries com­ 
bined.

BULGING WAR 


BUDGET READY 


FOR CONGRESS 


Washington, Jan. 2 (AP)—The 
first United States war budget, call­ 
ing for the greatest spending effort 
in world annals, went to the print­ 
ers today. 
President Roosevelt and Budget 
Director Harold D. Smith, after 
working through the New Year’s 
holiday, sent all but a few pages of 
the history-making document to be 
set up in type. Those final pages 
are practically done, too. but were 
held 
for 
possible 
last 
minute 
changes. 
Contents of tile budget—a book of 
about 1,000 pages of small type— 
were still secret and guarded to pre­ 
vent premature disclosure before 
presentation to congress some day 
next week. 
But the President already has 
hinted publicly at war costs of $50,- 
000,000,000 for the next fiscal year 
(the 12 months beginning July I, 
1942), indicating a total federal 
budget of 
roughly 
$55,000.000,000 
after allowing for non-military ac­ 
tivities. 
Highest In History 
That will approximately double the 
spending rate of the current fiscal 
year, already the most expensive in 
United States history, and dwarf the 
$18,522,000,000 spent in the most 
costly year of the Wbrld war. 
It also will surpass the estimated

BRITISH TO GET

Singapore, Jan. 2 (AP)—General

BRITISH CLAIM 
BIG SLASH IN 
SHIPPING LOSS 


London, Jan. 2 (AP) —A sharp cut 


in shipping losses from German sea 
and air attacks and indications that 
the Axis will feel In 1942 the weight 
of bomb assaults overshadowing the 
destructive air offensives of 1942 
gave Britons new confidence to- 
day. 


To begin the New Year, the Min- 


istry of Information reported that 
the German submarine fleet has 
been hard hit and that the German 
high command "is faced with dif- 
ficulties in manning U-boats and 
adequate training of their crews." 


Figures were not given but the 


ministry 
said 
Britain's 
shipping 


losses from air attacks had been 
cut in recent months to only eight 
per cent of those early in the year. 


Thp ministry added that merchant 


shipping losses early in 1941 were 
on a scale causing anxiety but that 
"in the last few months they have 
been reduced to an extent which en- 
ables the future to be regarded with 
confidence provided our measures 
for the protection of sea-borne trade 
continue to increase in power and 
effectiveness as they have done dur- 
ing the last 12 months." 


Rig Bombing Assault 


The Air Ministry in its summary 


announced that the way now was 
open for a great bombing assault on 
Axis territory during 1942. 


Looking back over the last year, 


the ministry said British bombers 
had disorganized shipping along oc- 
cupied territory coasts, especially 
Nazi supply lines to Russia, carried 
out nearly 200 attacks on German 
submarines, seriously hindered Ger- 
many's shipbuilding program, and 
caused "immense damage" to the 
German cities of Kiel, Aachen and 
Munster.

A total of 265 persons lost their 


lives over the New Year's holiday in 
automobile 
accidents, 
drownings, 


falls, shootings and by other violent 
means, a nationwide survey showed 
today. 


Automobile accidents accounted 


for 171 of the total. An Army bomb- 
er crash on Long Island took five 
lives and three laborers were killed 
when a 'bomber lost a wheel and 
swerved 
from a concrete runway
